January. — Friends,  Countrymen,  Lovers  !     We  thank  jou  for  the  past  7 
i\e  intreat  yon  for  the  future;  we  anticipate  your  indulgence ;  we  count  on 
your  good  will ;  we  detest  sycophancy;  and  we  hope  for  the  best.     Accept 
our  best  wishes  for  your  happiness  ;  our  joy  in  your  prosperity  ;  our  sorrow 
in  your  adversity;  our  hand  and  heart  in  your  perplexities;   our  counsel  in 
your  doubt* ;  our  smiles  in  your  mirth  ;  and  our  tears  in  your  afTlictionr.— 
May  neither  hob-goblin,  nor  ghost,  fairy  nor  witch,  trouble  either  your 
dwellings  or  your  imaginations. — The  long  winter  nights  are  the  occasion  of 
terror  and  uneasiness  to  mpny  pcsons,  because  they  are  tormented  witii 
the  ridiculous  apprehension  of  spectres.     This  superstitious  fear  was  more 
pardonable  in  the  time  of  our  ancestors,  as  they  had  not  so  clear  ideas  of 
tiie  nature  of  spirits,  and  as  it  was  then  favoured  by  religion  itself.     But  we 
have  reason  to  be  surprised,  that,  in  an  age  so  enlightened  as  ours,  such  idea* 
and  such  fears  can  exist.     It  shows  how  ingenious  man  is  to  raise  imaginary 
monsters,  and  to  torment  himself.    Is  it  not  enough  that  he  should,  from 
time  to  time,  feel  real  evils  ?     Must  he  also  create  to  himself  fancied  ones, 
and  become  unhappy  because  he  thinks  himself  so  ?  How  is  the  raiser  tor- 
mented with  the  fear  of  robbers  I     the  misanthrope,   by  his  distrust  of  those 
about  him  i   the  discontented  man,  by  his  anxiety  about  what  may  happen  ! 
— Let  us  learn  from  hence  to  know  the  nature  of  the  human  heart,  and  to 
feci  the  necessity  of  watching  over  our  imaginations.     If  it  deceive  us  in  the 
night,  by  presenting  to  us  frightful  phantoms,  it  often,  in  the  day  time,  pro- 
duces illusions  still  more  dangerous,  by  paiating  vice  to  us  under  attractive 
forms.     Let  us  be  as  ready  to  fly  from  all  temptations  to  evil,  as  we  are  to 
avoid  the  appearance  of  a  spectre.     But  the  former,  man  is  too  ready  to  meet 
boldly  and  rashly,  while  the  bare  imagination  of  the  latter  renderi  him  timid, 
and  pale  as  the  ghost  that  haunts  him. 

Febritary. — "  I  mean  to  sue  Will  Weaver,"  says  Lewis  Litigus.  Uucio 
Sam  replies,  *  Thrice  is  he  armed,  that  hath  his  quarrel  just,  and  he  but  nak- 
ed, though  locked  up  in  steel,  whose  conscience  with  injustice  is  corrupted, 
as  Julius  Coesar  says  in  his  Commentaries ;  so  never  go  to  war,  or  to  law,  in 
an  unjust  quarrel ;  nor,  if  it  be  possible  to  avoid  it,  even  in  a  just  one,  and 
with  a  conscience  bright  in  all  the  whiteness  of  innocency." — Give  your  young 
cattle  and  colts  a  few  potatoes  occasionally,  which  will  greatly  better  their 
appearance  and  growth.— Whatever  multiplies  feed  for  your  stock  enlarges 
the  quantity  of  your  hay,  and  enables  you  to  increase  the  quantity  of  your 
stock.  Whatever  enables  you  to  increase  the  quantity  of  your  stock,  in- 
creases the  valup  of  your  property  directly,  and  the  subsequent  value  of 
your  farm  indirectly  by  increasing  the  quantity  of  your  manure,  and  thereby 
the  quantity  and  value  of  your  crops;  and  thus  your  potatoe-fallows,  whicli 
^0  not  exhaust  your  soil,  may  be  made  the  source  of  great  improvement  qnd 
wealth. — Feed  your  sheep  upon  potatoes  daily;  no  article  of  stock  will  repay 
you  with  more  profit;  the  wool  will  be  more  in  quantity  and  finer  in  quality; 
they  will  be  free  from  ticks,  unless  kept  in  too  warm  a  covering  and  too 
many  in  a  fold  ;  they  will  never  shed  their  wool,  and  will  seldom  lose  their 
Ufiibi  if  thus  fed. — Much  chaff  or  stravy  that  is  often  thrown  away,  might, 
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wth  a  little  pains,  be  made,  in  the  aiit*»  nn,  good  fodder  for  cattle,  by  being 
mixed  with  frreen  cornstalks,  or  with  hay  not  fully  dried,  and  sprinklinsi;  a 
iittltt  salt  through  the  whole.  In  this  way  the  moisture  and  much  of  the 
sweetness  of  the  stalks,  or  of  the  hay,  is  absorbed  by  the  straw  and  chafll) 
and  with  the  addition  of  salt,  the  whole  mass  is  converted  into  good  fodder. 

March. — "*  Order,'  "  said  my  aunt  Dorothy,  "  *is  heaven's  first  law,'  as 
Mohannned  told  the  j^igantic  rooster  that  he  saw  in  the  fifth  heaven,  in  his 
nsccnt  to  the  celestial  regions.  This  chief  chorister  of  the  crowing  tribe 
opens  his  throot  in  a  tremendously  shrill  quaver,  which  sets  all  the  crowers 
on  earth  at  it  in  full  chorus.  So  says  the  moslem  lescend,  my  dear."  The 
good  old  lady  was  not  given  to  doubting.  Fables,  she  thought,  are  to  be 
believed,  or  vvhy  were  they  made?  Like  all  other  famous  travellers  and  voy- 
agers, the  pro]^het  of  the  mussulmans,  you  know,  must  have  his  cock-and- 
bull  story.  But  never  mind  that.  Attend  to  cock-crowingy  rise  early,  and 
get  every  thing  about  tiie  farm  in  order,  as  preparative  to  busines. — Finish 
threshing.  Complete  the  dressing  of  your  flax  and  hemp.  Cut  up  your 
wood.  House  it  if  you  have  a  woodhouse,  wliich  you  should  have.  If  not, 
jiile  it  up  neatly  for  next  summer's  and  winter's  use.  There  is  great  ilifFer- 
eiice  in  the  saving,  between  green  and  dry  or  seasoned  wood.  7f  will  almost 
pay  the  expense  of  sleding.  Look,  too,  at  the  extra  trouble  in  kindling  fires 
which  is  tluis  avoided.  Are  not  these  objects  worthy  of  attention  ?~Split 
rails.  Point  and  mortise  posts,  and  draw  them  to  the  handiest  places  for 
use.  Trim  your  orchards,  and  sled  off  the  brush  in  season.  Look,  to  yoiii" 
fences.  If  down,  put  tbcni  up,  so  as  to  secure  your  orchards,  grain-land,  and 
mowing-ground,  from  the  inroads  of  your  cattle.  Bad  fences,  you  know  will 
render  all  your  labours  profitless.  Cut  your  scions,  and  secure  them  in  some 
dry  part  oi' your  cellar,  with  the  ends  in  the  ground,  till  you  want  them  in 
April.  Bletd  your  working  cattle,  to  prevent  their  heating  ;  and  let  them 
have  good  hay,  and  at  times  a  few  potatoes.  If  you  detest  slavery,  preserve 
your  sugar  maples,  keep  them  in  good  order,  and  attend  seasonably,  with  the 
fittest  a[)paratus,  to  the  making  ofyour  year's  sugar.  Your  cattle  and  cows 
reqiiire  the  curry -come,  as  well  as  your  horses,  r^mi  will  equally  benefit  by 
its  use. 

Ai'Hii,. — "  You  are  to  be  at  Court,  I'm  told,"  says  my  aimt  Dinah— ren 
der,  don't  laugh  at  a  good  old  scripture  name,  if  it  sounds  less  pleasing  to 
your  modern  refined  ears,  than  Fabricia,  or  Floretto,  or  even  Dulcinea— 
*'  and  to  be  a  juryman  ;  but  I  charge  you  to  be  careful,  and  wise,  and  merci- 
ful, not  prejudiced,  nor  rash,  nor  indiftercnt.  It  is  hard  enough  upon  poor 
culprits,  that  they  are  culprits.  Justice  should  ever  be  tempered  with  mercy. 
Jtthei/  have  offended  hunuui  laws,  who  is  there,  that  is  not  hourly  ofiendint; 
those  of  our  Maker?  The  Divine  author  of  our  religion  taught  us  how  to 

deal  with   our   erring  fcllow-niortals,  when  he  said "  neither  do  I  acenst 

ihee;  go,  and  sin  no  more,  IcH  a  worse  thing  conic  upon  thee — let  him  thai 
is  without  sin,  cast  the  first  stone."  Whatever  may  have  been  their  crime. 
it  has  not  thrown  them  beyond  the  pale  of  humanity  ;  it  cannot  have  made 
them  less  than  men  ;  it  cannot  have  unsouletl  them."

Let  Tom  and  his  law  pass 
When  you  are  trying  yoiu* fellow-worms,  endeavour  to  act  impartially,  ani 
do  justice  even  to  a  ihiofi  whether  the  cry  of  appetite  strive  i<i  drown  th' 
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▼cice  of  conscience,  or  the  thought  of  an  overdone  turkey  excite  your  spleen 
to  open  rebellion,  still 

Bid  patience  wait,  and  prejudice  be  mute. 

Till  truth  shall  clear  the  cause,  and  end  dispute; 

which  Blackstone  may  have  said,  for  aught    ucknow. Now  repair  your 

fonces  thoroughly.  Let  your  flax-grouna  be  ploughed  repeatedly.  Plough 
fur  spring  grain.  Soak  your  seed-grain  in  a  strong  pickle  of  se.i-salt,  or  salt- 
petre, rinse  it  clean,  and  then  roll  it  in  plaister,  or  live  ashes,  before  sowing. 
fcjow  plaister  on  your  hemp,  flax,  barley,  and  oats. 

May. — "  Friend  Timothy,"  said  cousin  Sim,  "  thou  knowest  what  Addi- 
son says — '  Out  !  out !  brief  candle  !— See  that  the  hoys  and  girls  are  care- 
ful of  their  lights  ;  and  do  not  let  them  wander  too  niuch  in  the  dark,  lest 
something  come  to  light,  that  were  better  extinguished  in  the  sparks^ — 
Corn-ground  ought  to  be  ploughed  in  the  fall,  in  single  bouts  ;  in  the  spring  it 
should  be  harrowed  down  as  smooth  as  possible,  and  ploughed  again;  then 
harrowed  again,  and  the  furrows  n)arked  out  at  eight  feet  distance  ;  in  these 
furrows  drop  the  seed  single,  at  about  the  dit:tance  of  every  foot;  let  tha 
cart  with  maniire  follow  in  the  alleys  between  the  furrows;  cover  the  seed  in 
the  furrows,  about  three  or  four  inches  thick,  with  the  manure.  This  may 
be  done  almost  as  expeditioiv^ly  as  in  the  common  way,  covering  it  with 
i.iould  l\v  (be  hoe.  Wlien  the  plants  are  about  six  inches  high,  plough  be- 
twe^T.,  tiilii'  1  the  raould/'/'o^/i  the  plants,  and  throwing  it  up  in  a  ridge  in 
the  niiddlc '."t'thc alley  ;  and  with  a  hand  hoe  cut  up  the  weeds  and  suj)er- 
fiaous  plants;  for  ifyou  leave  the  plants  at  two  feet  uistance  in  the  rows, 
tiicv  will  be  thick  enouL^h — The  next   plou-ihinir  take  the  mould   from  the 
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itiKklle,  throwing  u  up  to  the  plants.  Every  time  of  ploughing  use  the  hand 
li:)e  to  stir  the  ground  between  the  plants,  and  to  destroy  the  weeds.  'Jhe 
third  ploughing,  do  as  at  the  first,  throwing  up  the  mould  in  the  niiddle  of 
the  alley. — This  is  of  great  use.  as  it  admits  the  influences  oi'  the  air  and  dews 
to  penetrate  to  the  roots.  Ti.e  fourth  ploughing  nunui'^e  as  at  the  second, 
l;v  throwing  up  the  mould  to  the  stalks  of  t!ie  corn  If  this  last  plough- 
i.!g  could  be  so  contrived,  as  to  be  done  earli/  in  the  mornitiff,  before  the  sun 
Jias  exiialeil  the  dew,  the  corn  vvould  receive  a  double  nourishmv  ,t.  Soil* 
ol  a  loam  and  clay  mixture  will  requireylnvv  ploughings  and  hoein^s  :  sandy 
and  light  landr-,  not  so  many.  If  the  seed  be  smearecl  all  over  with  tar,  ,"'nd 
then  hive  ashes  or  jilaister  sprinkled  on  it,  till  it  is  fit  to  be  handled,  imme- 
diately belbre  it  be  planteil,  neither  birds  nor  squirrels  will  touch  it. 

Junk. — "Hark!"  exclainiA  cousin  Christabella  Hadcliflbtta,  "  I  hear  A 
death-watch  !  what  a  iloleful  and  interesting  sound  I  'iome  one  is  going  ; 
I  hope  it  is  not  you,  ih.'ar,  lovely  Sensibilia,  my  heart's  first  friend  ;  but,  if  it 
In  oh  !  how  I  shall  weep  for  thee.  You  know — To  weep  another's  fate 
ofr  leaches  to  be  wise,"  as  Lord  Byron  has  it — and  I  do  .so  love  to  weep.  The 
t;ite  of  the  wealthy,  the  proud,  the  honorable,  and  the  mighty  is  wept  or 
feigned  to  be  wept,  by  thousands  ;  but  the  man  or  woman,  unknown  to  for- 
tune and  to  fame,"  whom,  through  life,  melancholy  marked  for  her  own, 
and  who  has  been  untimely  sunk  into  the  grave  by  overpi)wt'ring  sorrow,  is 
sufl'ered  to  pass  away,  mourned  perhaps  in  heart-fclt  anguish  by  a  few  sur- 
viving relatives,  but  unwept,  unregretted,  unhonored  by  the  busy,  the  gny, 
and  the  pompons  tribe  that  swarm  around.

IJegin  to 
sow  winter  sauce.  Picinc-Miber  cucumbers  for  pickling.  Ladies  it  is  time  to 
muster  your  troops  and  Ojjcu  the  cairipaiizn  against  those  inveterate  foes  to 
tomfbrt  anJ  peace  autl  ra^t,  the  bugs  and  fleas.

btu'lev; — i^.i.d  dout    figiit  guVLiumerf,   rc!!':'>i',  l.iw  a;, d  taxes.'*       'i'imothy 
rod::-,  or  ral[;',:f  vi'oralL'd,  on  liiccuj»;-.hi:;  out — ''  iJov^t  care  \-ov  y-c,  o-!d  fe-11-

' — Attend  to  hay-makin;;,   but  no    lon«T  stories ;    the  less  yoJi  bay   noiv^  the 
more  you  speak  to  the  purpose;    like  souie  of  (uu*  great  spin-fine  orators, 
who  always  s[)t'}ik  best  \\  lien  tlicy  sjicp.k  lo;'.st: ;  but  wlio,  beciiuse  thcii  admire 
the  sound  of  their  own  voice,  tliink  evtry  one  else  n)ust. — Try  to  {)itch  upon 
the  best  weatlu;r.     Frequently  ti'e  chnnge  and  full  of  the  moon  produce  an 
alteration  olthe  weather,  eitiier  for  the  better  or  the  worse;  but  there  is  no 
certainty  in  this  beingthe  elfeefr.

— Don't  let  the  cattle   sigh  for  salt,  or 
water.      Set  out  celery.       Gather  herbs  for  drying  before  dag  daiis.      Set 
French  turnips. — Keep  the  cucumbers  nearest  the  root  for  seed.      Pull  flax, 
if  it  begins  to  lodge.     Burn  new  lands  for  sowing.     Don't  let  weeds  goto 
*eed.     Don't  drink  cold  water  when  vou  are  heated. 

August. — "  *  But  better  boon  benignant  heaven 
"  To  faith  and  charity  has  given, 
"  And  bids  the  christian  ho[)e  sublime 
"Transcend  the  bounds  of  late  and  time,!* 
oa  Chaucer  says,*"  quoted  aunt  Dinah  ;  '  let  your  faith  be  evidenced  by  your 
works ;  and  remember  that  charity   covereth  a  multitude  of  sins.      Hope 
liumbly.* — Ridge  in  with  one-bout  ridges  such  stubble  lands  as  you  intend  to 
winter-fallow  for  spring  crops.     Pull  flax.      Attend  to  late  haying  and  oats, 
after  leeuring  grain.     Attend  to  early  planted  potatoes.      White  and  yel- 
low ripen  the  first.     When  dug,  gather  and  house  thekr    as  soon  as  dry,  to 
f  rcM/vo  them  frow  injury,  i'roui  cuttle  and  Irom  ti)«  we«ther,     Yuui'  curl;f 
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potatoes  generally  command  a  good  mnrkef  and  a  fair  pricr?;  but  on-:!  of 
your  best  marketr-  is  your  hoi^ty.  Mow  natur«il  meadows,  and  kcc  )  the  hay 
in  constant  moti<»n.  Wl^en  yoa  stovv  it  away,  throw  salt  among  the  hay. 
Pull  and  rot  your  hemp  ifyou  raise  it.  Secure  your  Hax.  Inoculate  fruit 
trees  ;  those  of  the  stone  kinds  in  damp  weather.  Mow  bushe:^  and  kill 
them,  if  yen  can,  in  the  old  of  the  moon,  and  sign  in  the  h'jirt  ; 
the  i3th  wiil  be  the  right  time.  Break  up  vvcak  lands  intendetl  (or 
next  year.  Sow  plaister  upon  fallow  grounds,  before  j)!oughina;  thein.  Let 
your  cattle  graze  upon  the  fields  that  you  have  done  mowing  for  this- year.

IL'DiciIi/for  J)cn!";>r,<^\ — P'.;t  a  table-spoonful  of  bay-salt  into  nearly  half-a- 
rint  of  cold  spri.ij;  aa'cr  ;  luid  after  it  has  steeped  therein  for  twenty-four 
houi's,  (now  and  y\\Q\)  shaking  the  phial,)  cause  a  small  tea-spoonful  to  bo 
jionred  in  ihet\'i'  most  atfected,  every  night  when  in  bed,  for  seven  or  eight 
uiglits  successively. 

Effective  -iT'ct  hod  of  curing  the  Slings  of  Bees  and  Wasps. — The  sting  of  a 
bee  is  gen'Mally  more  virulent  than  that  of  a  wasp,  and  with  some  people  at- 
tendcil  with  very  violent  ellbcls.  The  sting  of  a  bee  is  barbed  at  the  end, 
and,  consequently,  aKvays  left  in  the  woiind  :  that  of  a  wasp,  is  pointed  onl/ 
fco  that  they  can  sling  more  than  once,  which  a  bee  canndt  do, 
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When  any  person  is  stung  by  a  bee,  let  the  sting,  in  the  first  place,  be  in- 
•tnntly  pulled  out;  for  the  longer  it  remains  in  the  wound,  the  deeper  it.  will 
pierce,  owing  to  its  peculiar  form,  and  emit  more  of  the  poison.  The  stint:,  is 
noilow,  and  the  poison  flows  through  it,  which  is  the  sole  cause  of  the  pain 
and  inflammation.  The  piiUinc;  out  of  the  sting  should  be  done  careful]?, 
and  with  a  steady  hand ;  for  if  any  part  of  it  brenks  in,  all  remedies  then,  in 
a  great  measure,  will  be  ineffectual.  When  the  sting  is  extracted,  suck  the 
wounded  part,  if  possible,  and  very  little  inflammation,  if  any,  will  ensue.  If 
hartshorn  drops  are  immediately  afterwards  rubbed  on  ihe  part,  the  cure 
vill  he  more  complete.  All  notions  of  the  efficacy  of  sweet  oil,  bruised 
parsley,  burnct,  tobacco,  Sec.  appear,  on  various  trials,  to  be  totally  ground- 
less. On  some  people,  the  sting  of  bees  and  wasps  have  no  effect,  it  is  there- 
fore of  little  consequence  what  remedy  they  may  apply  to  the  wound.  How- 
ever, the  eft9Ct  of  stings  greatly  depends  on  the  habit  of  body  a  person  is  of; 
at  one  time  a  stin^  shall  take  little  or  no  effect,  though  no  remedy  is  used, 
which  at  another  time  will  be  fery  virulent  on  the  same  person. 

Remedy  for  the  Gout. — Dissolve  two  ounces  of  resin  of  guiaicum  in  three 
pints  of  the  best  French  Brandy.  One  or  two  table  spoonfuLs  of  this  solution 
arc  to  be  taken  every  morning  fasting,  taking  afterwards  either  a  cup  of  tea, 
or  a  glass  of  water. 

To  ejrlrirate  Horses  from  Fire. — If  the  harness  be  thrown  over  a  draught, 
or  the  saddle  placed  on  the  back  of  a  saddle  horse,  they  may  be  led  out  of 
the  stable  as  easily  as  on  common  occasions.  Should  there  be  time  to  sub- 
stitute the  bridle  for  the  halter,  the  difficulty  towr»rds  saving  them  will  be 
f  till  further  diminibhed. 

How  to  incrcMse  HfUk  in  Coius. — The  quantity  of  milk  produced  by  cows 
fed  by  Sainfoin  is  nearly  double  to  that  of  any  other  food.  The  n)ilk  is  also 
much  richer,  and  will  yield  a  larger  quantity  of  cream.  The  butter  will  also 
be  better  coloured  and  flavoured  than  any  other. 

Parsnips  productive  of  Milk  in  Cotvs. — Parsiiips  cause  cows  to  produce 
abundance  of  milk,  and  they  eat  them  as  free  as  they  do  oil-cake.  Land,  7/. 
an  acre  in  Guersney,  is  sown  with  parsnips  to  feed  cattle,  and  the  milk  is  like 
cream. — Sheep,  when  lambing,  fed  with  them,  produce  much  milk.  They 
are  improper  food  for  horses,  subjecting  them  to  blindness. 

To  discover  if  If  read  is  adulterated  with  A/um. — The  Bread  must  besoakeJ 
in  water,  and  to  the  water  in  which  it  has  been  soaked,  a  little  of  any  test  for 
sulphuric  arid  must  be  added.  (Solution  of  muriate  of  lime  will  do.)  Upon 
M'hich,  if  any  aiuin  be  present,  the  liquid  will  be  pervaded  with  milkiness; 
but  "the  broad  be  pure,  the  liquid  will  remain  limpid. — Rationnle.  Su!- 
])hiM'ic  acid  has  a  stronger  affiniiy  for  lime  than  for  the  alumina  and  potass 
with  which  it  forms  alum;  it,  therefore,  quits  those  bodies,  to  form  sulphtitu 
of  linje  with  the  liip.e  of  the  test — which  produces  the  milkiness. — Grijfinx 
Chemical  Recrealiont. 

To  preserve  Cream  for  long  Voyages^  Sfc, — Mix  willi  a  quantity  of  fresli 
rich  cream  half  its  weight  of  white  sugar  in  powder;  siir  the  whole  well  to- 
gether, and  preserve  it  in  bottles  well  corked.  In  this  state  it  a  ready  to  niii 
jprith  ten  or  cofiee,  and  will  keep  good  many  months. 
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To  preserve  Eg^s. — Put  an  egg  for  one  mfnute  in  water  just  about  to  boil,.

(it  will  not  in  that  time  be  hard)  and  it  will  afterwards  keep  well  for  a  month, 
Subslituie  for  Hemp  and  Flax. — From  the  Urtica  Dioica  (common  nettle) 


aii  excellent  hemp  might  be  obtained,  by  cutting  it  before  the  seed  is  ripe^ 
fteeping  it  in  water  as  they  do  hemp,  and  manufacturing  it  in  the  same  way.

To  set  a  comhuyt'ihlc  body  on  fire  by  the  contact  of  cold  water. — Fill  a  saucer 
viih  water,  and  let  rail  into  it  a  piece  of  potassium,  of  the  size  of  a  pep{)er- 
torn  (which  is  about  two  grains.)  The  poti'.ssium  will  instantly  become  red- 
hot,  with  a  slight  ex[)losi(j:i,  and  burn  vividly  on  the  surface  of  the,  water, 
d-H'ting  at  the  same  time  from  one  side  of  the  vessel  to  the  other,  with  great 
v!;>lcnce,  in  the  form  of  a  red-hot  fire-bMll, 

rivid  combudhrii  of  three  metnh  whiu  hrounhl  inlo  contact  trifh  each  other.-— 
Mix  a  grain  or  two  of  potassiirn  wiiii  a  like  quautity  of  sodium.  This  mix- 
liue  \vil4  take  place  quietly;  but  if  the  alioy  of  these  two  bodies  be  brought 
into  contact  with  a  globule  oicjiiickswver,  the  compound,  v/hen  agitated,  in- 
stantly takes  fire,  and  burns  vividly. 

A  Alelal  which  bursts  info,  fiame  ichen  thrown  upon  Cold  Water. — Place  a 
piece  of  [lotassinm,  of  about  two  grains  v\  eight,  iij>oii  cou!  vvr\tv'r  iu  a  basin, 
when  it  inflames  and  exhibits  a  beautiful  light  ofr\  violot  red  colour. 

To  via/ce  Cinders,  or  little  Wickcr-baskits,  appear  as  if  they  ivere  Crystal- 
lized.— Saturate  water, /ir;j^6oi/twn',  with  alum  ;  then  set  the  solution  in  a 
cool  place,  suspending  in  it, by  a  hair,  or  fine  silk  thieful,  a  cinder,  a  sprig  of 
a  plant,  or  any  o<:her  trifle  ;  as  the  solution  cools,  a  beautiful  crystallization 
of  the  salt  takes  place  upon  the  cinder,  <S£C' which  resemble  specimens 
of  mineralogical  spars. — Chemical  Recreations. 

To  make  Facer,  and  Hands  Luminous  ;  so  that,  in  the  Dark,  they  appear  as 
if  on  Fire. — Though  the  phosphorized  oil  and  ether  are  luminous  in  the 
dark,  yet  they  have  not  the  power  to  burn  any  thing  ;  so  that  either  of  them 
may  be  rubbed  on  the  face  and  hands  without  danger  ;  and  the  appearance 
thereby  produced  is  most  hideously  frightfid.  All  the  parts  oftiie  face  that 
iiave  been  rubbed,  appear  to  be  covered  with  a  luminous,  bluish  flume,  and 
the  mouth  and  eyes  appear  as  black  spots. — When  the  bottles  containing  the 
phosphoriz.'d  oil  and  ether  are  opened  in  the  dark,  light  enough  to.tell  the 
hour  on  a  watch  is  evolved. — Chemical  Recreations. 

Pores  of  the  Human  Body. — The  skin  of  the  human  body  is  a  very  curious 
object  for  the  microscope.  By  cutting  a  thin  piece  with  a  very  sharp  pen- 
knife or  razor,  and  applying  it  to  a  good  microscoj)e,  a  multitude  of  small 
(ores  will  be  seen,  through  which  the  perspirable  matter  is  supposed  to  be 
perpetually  transnntted.  These  are  beivt  seen  in  the  under  or  second  skin. 
There  are  said  to  be  1000  pores  in  the  length  of  an  inch,  and,  of  course,  in  a 
Muface  an  inch  square,  there  will  be  1,000,000,  through  which  either  the 
icnsible  or  insensible  perspiration  is  continually  istming. 

If  there  are  1,000,000  pores  in  every  square  inch,  the  following  calculation. 
is  made  of  the  number  in  the  whole  body.  The  surface  of  the  body  of  a 
middle-sized  person  is  reckoned  to  contain  14  feet ;  and,  as  each  foot  con- 
tains 144  inches,  the  number  of  pore*  will  be  estimated  at  1,000,000  X  ^^ 
X  H  »  2,010,000,000,  or  two  thousand  and  sixteen  miliiooi*.
